eager to act as though we never had been 
ill. We may foolishly think we can plunge 
into normal activities and then we have 
to begin all over again. God has given 
us laws of physical health as well as spir- 
itual, and we disobey his laws only to bring 
disaster. If any of us have been told by 
our human physician to do less for a while 
than we had been doing, to rest more, to 
shorten our working hours, it is neither 
sensible nor Christian to disregard this 
wholesome counsel from one who knows 
more than we do. A discerning Christian 
woman who herself had known the experi- 
ences and lessons of illness wrote to a 
friend who had been very ill and who was 
recovering: “I have been realizing how 
each stage of convalescence calls for a do- 
ing a little less than one thinks oneself able 
to do, so as to build up, from day to day, 
reserve power.” Indeed all of us, whether 
well or ill or convalescent, are likely to 
need to learn the lesson of “doing more 
by doing less.” Over-activity does not get 
the results that moderation does. Isaiah 
has two precious words for believers that 
are peculiarly needed today: “He that be- 
lieveth shall not make haste” (28:16). “In 
returning and rest shall ye be saved; in

It was horrible! Bitter as gall, and with 
an unpleasant flavor as well. Hastily put-. 
ting it out I grabbed a glass of water, but 
it was a long time before the water could 
wash away the bitterness that seemed al- 
most to have corroded my tongue. 

But I was not alone; a wise friend took 
the fruit and with one quick movement cut 
all the way round it, the knife piercing 
about half an‘inch deep into the hard, bit- 
ter rind. Then my friend gave a slight 
wrench and—lo! the crude, ugly, horrid 
rind opened, and there in the middle lay 
the loveliest snow-white fruit, faintly tinted 
in places with rose, fragrant with an in- 
expressibly lovely perfume, sweet and re- 
freshing ; some people call it “the ice cream 
fruit,” but no ice cream was ever half so 
delicately delicious, so exquisitely flavored, 
and with such a haunting perfume that it 
lingered on our hands nearly all day. 

Even as I typewrite, my hands are still 
fragrant with its delicious scent. Its very 
seeds are clear, almost transparent jelly, 
and edible. Surely it is the loveliest fruit 
that God ever created! But it has the most 
unpleasant exterior imaginable! 

Our glorious God and Friend created 
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nothing without meaning; why then should 
some fruits have such a thin skin that any 
child can eat them without an instant’s 
delay, and other fruits should have such 
hard, bitter rinds? As I “rejoiced before 
the Lord” in the exquisite mangoustine, 
the words of Ephesians 1:3 came to me 
as it is in Tonkinese:

“Every sort of spiritual blessing .. . 

Are there not, therefore, many different 
sorts of spiritual blessings even as there 
are different sorts of fruit? 

Some blessings come from the hand of 
God as sweet, easily appropriated joys — 
the blessings that gladden the heart of a 
child; sunshine, flowers, and health, happy 
days and precious friends —like thin-skin- 
ned fruits which need little preparation. 
But there are the other kinds of blessings 
—like the other kinds of fruit! 

Is it not true that we find before us at 
times sore trials, grievous difficulties, pain- 
ful experiences, within which, if we but 
persevere faithfully, we find that there are 
treasures hidden? At the very time when 
I was given the mangoustine I was strug- 
gling with a bitter circumstance, and. it 
seemed in a flash that the one was but a 
parable of the other. 


Within the bitter circumstance there lies 
a rarely sweet blessing. Do not repel your 
sorrows — receive them! Do not. reject 
the trials that come your way —rather ac- 
cept them as the bearers of hidden bless- 
ing. Persevere faithfully, and you will find 
within the “peaceable fruit of righteous- 
ness.” 


God often encases his sweetest blessings 
in bitterest rinds. What is the bitter rind 
in your case? Lack of health? Then 
quietly ask our ever-present Friend to open 
it up for you, that you may find the con- 
cealed lesson and taste the exquisite joy 


of losing yourself in him, finding his peace * 


flooding your impatient heart ;- his strength, 
it may be, manifesting itself in your mortal 
body ; and a new, sweet acquiescence in his 
will perfuming all your days. 

Or is the bitter rind in your case the 
burden of financial troubles? Then cast 
your burden upon the Lord, and in stead- 
fast faith you will see his power to keep 
your heart in peace, his power to provide 
in the nick of time, and the deepening of 
your faith will redound to his glory and 
his joy, a rarely precious fruit hidden within 
the bitter exterior of poverty. 

God’s blessings are peculiarly individual- 
istic. He does not turn out his blessings 
like machine-made products, so many per 
hour, all exactly alike, labeled, packed, and 
handed out mechanically. His blessings 
are like the precious laces of ancient times, 
when one lace-maker devoted years to cre- 
ate one collar, or perhaps one scarf, a pat- 
tern wholly unique, never to be duplicated, 
into which fairy-like tissue was woven the 
whole of her heart’s love, her very life 
often sacrificed under the tense strain of 
creation. The Flemish lace-makers, like the 
old Persian carpet weavers, utterly dis- 
dained to use the same pattern twice. The 
writer treasures an heirloom, a set of very 
old Worcestershire china; in this set not 
one cup or saucer has the same flower — 
each was separately hand-painted by some 
. craftsman long ago, who worked for love, 
and not for so much per hour. 

Just so does God create his blessings — 
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every day a different one; every day a new 
experience of his grace; every day a fresh 
vision of his providing love; every day he 
creates some new expression of his tender 
mercy, so that every day is a New Year’s 
Day for his child. 
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And every blessing is different, like the 
multitudinous varieties: of fruit! 

Some blessings are so easy to accept and 
rejoice in. But the blessings within the 
bitter rinds are usually the sweetest, the 
most fragrant of all!

Those teach- 
ings, however, after 2,000 years of trial 
have left the world in a worse mess than 
they found it in. 

This teaching shows the great creative 

-Realm as it actually exists — full of 
power — full of plenty — full of supply for 
you. And this great Power-Realm is abun- 
dantly able and willing to supply all your 
material as well as spiritual needs, here 
and now — believe it or not. 


A sheet. headed “The Depression” has 
the following sentences: 


This world has come to a stopping place. 
It’s come to a turning around point, and 
for the first time in the history of the 
human race men and women are beginning 
to think for themselves. 


In the religious realm it has been the 
custom tq allow some preacher or priest or 
some other kind of a “heavenly pilot” to do 
our religious thinking for us and to pay 
them for doing it. But no more.- Men 
and women have weighed carefully in the 
balances what these “heavenly pilots’ have 
to offer and have decided that their offer- 
ings are not of God. 


A printed letter sent to those who have 
written for information and have received 
a first reply accompanies a lecture, of which 
the letter says: 


You may confidently expect to read some 
of the most startling revelations given to 
mankind since the beginning of time. .. . 
-After you have read Dr. Robinson’s amaz- 
ing lecture, you will begin to get a faint 

limpse of the truth which Psychiana un- 

olds. You will begin to have some con- 
ception of what it would mean to you and 
your loved ones to know that the law which 
Jesus knew and used to “heal the sick, cast 
out devils, raise the dead” during his earthly 
ministry is today available to all mankind. 


In order to be entirely fair to Psychiana, 
the Editor of Tae SunpAy ScHoot Times 
wrote to Dr. Robinson, as follows: 

Some of our readers have written us 


about Psychiana, and I should appreciate 
some information as to your position. 

Do you believe and teach that “all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of God,” 
and that “the wages of sin is death,” both 


the first’ or bodily death, and the sccond 
death or lake of fire? Also that lost sin- 
ners — which means all mankind —can be

In response to your letter dated May 7, 
asking whether I believe that “all have 
sinned and have come short of the glory of 
God” and the rest of that letter, let me say 
that I trust. that I have enough thinking 
intelligence and reasoning ability not to be- 
lieve any such pagan philosophy as that. 

There was a time in childhood when such 
soul-damning and life-blighting doctrines 
were taught to me, but thank heaven, I 
was fortunate enough to discover their fals- 
ity some years ago, and I assure you that 
they were -utterly discarded at that time. 
I am also glad to notice that these fanatical 
and pagan teachings are being discarded by- 
tens and hundreds of thousands, many of 
whom hold membership in so-called Chris- 
tian churches. : 

Such ‘superstitions as these may have 
been all right in a pagan and superstitious 
age which originated them, but they have 
no place in the hearts and lives of thinking 
Americans today, and I am happy to in- 
form you, in reply to your letter, that they 
have no place in my life nor in the lives 
of my hundreds of thousands of followers. 

I trust that this gives you my standing 
very clearly and I shall be happy to have 
you pass this information on to those of 
your readers who have written you about 
my teaching. 


Thus it is evident that Psychiana is a 
complete rejection of God, Christ, and the 
Bible. But it is not a new rejection, not 
a new discovery or “revelation” of any sort. 
To. be sure, it makes characteristically 
modest claims to be new. “These great 
dynamic truths of God, which I am giving 
to the world for the first time,” says Dr. 
Robinson, “were found by me.” Again,

Village, three miles from here. Let’s 

go over and preach on the street,” 
I said to Mr. Malsbary, a college professor 
of music who was also at Sorai Beach 
where we were endeavoring to get a little 
rest from our work. 

“Fine. Let’s do that. I'll be ready in 
a few minutes,” was his enthusiastic reply. 

We got into the car and started off 
toward the market. We had gone only a 
short distance, when Mr. Malsbary sud- 
denly remarked: 

“We ought to stop right here and have 

very definite prayer that God may guide us 
to those to whom he would have us speak.” 
- We stopped along the roadside and 
prayed, earnestly asking to be led particu- 
larly to those to whom the Lord himself 
would have us speak. As we continued our 
journey we did so in full assurance that 
our prayer had been heard, and, according 
to 1 John 5:14, 15, we already had the 
answer. 


Preaching at the Market 


Upon reaching the village we found a 
swarming mass of humanity filling the town. 
Farmers and merchants were stationed 
along the one and only street displaying 
their produce and their merchandise. 
Others were streaming back and forth in- 
vestigating what was for sale, while still 
others wandered aimlessly about seeking 
_ for something to catch their interest. 

How could we possibly make contact 
with those whom God would have us meet 
in this enormous jam? Still, that was 
just what we had asked in prayer might 
be done.

He 
seemed to be in earnest, and we felt we 
had better direct our efforts toward him. 

“If possible, we ought to introduce this 
man to the local preacher,” we remarked 
in English, Then, to the man, “Are you 
willing to drive with us to the church and 
meet the pastor?” 

“Certainly,” was his reply. 

Soon we were all in the car, driving away 
from the assembled crowd but carrying 
our man with us. We had to drive through

the street with the utmost care lest we 
should run over some one at the market. 
Finally we reached the church, and the 
three of us took off our shoes and entered 
the sanctuary. 
“Is the pastor here?” we inquired of the 
Christians who were in the building. 
“No, he has gone to the elder’s house for 
dinner,” they replied. 
,. “Here is a man who says he wishes to 
become a Christian, and we are anxious 
that he meet the pastor,” we continued. 


“The Lord Has Sent You Here” 


A number of Korean Christians then met 
with us as we dealt further with the man. 
Finally we gave him the passage, “Who- 
soever shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.” 

“Are you willing to do this?” we finally 
asked. 

“Yes, I am,” was the reply, and he 
prayed the publican’s prayer. Some of the 
Koreans also prayed with us. 

“If possible, we must see to it that this 
man meets the pastor,” Mr. Malsbary and 
I said to each other in English. “If our 
man will go with us let’s go now to the 
elder’s home and locate the minister our- 
selves,” 

It was quite a rambling road we took, 
winding along a little stream and finally 
far out into the countryside. At last we 
reached the elder’s gate. 

“No, the pastor is not here,” was the 
reply to our query. “He has gone way 
up the country to Deacon Choi’s. There 
is some one sick up there he has gone to 
see.” 

What could we do? Deacon Choi’s home 
was a long distance away, and the condi- 
tion of the road was such that we could 
only drive the car part way. 

“Isn’t it strange! It’s beginning to seem 
impossible for us to get this man in touch 
with the pastor. But if he is willing to 





stay by us let’s make one more desperate 
attempt,” we agreed, speaking to each other 
in English, which the man of course did 
not understand. 

Our man agreed to go with us, and so 
we set off once more in search of the 
deacon’s home. We drove along a dusty 
road, then turned off on to a side road, 
which became so rough that even our Ford 
balked and refused to go farther. Leaving 
it, we walked across the country until we 
reached a number of small Korean homes 
all clustered together. At last we were 
at the deacon’s. Just as we reached the 
courtyard a most welcome sight met our 
eyes. The pastor and about a half dozen 
women from the church were just coming 
out of the house into the courtyard. Al- 
most before we had time to utter a word, 
the pastor saw us and exclaimed: 

“The Lord has sent you here!” 

“What's the trouble?” we inquired. 

“The deacon’s sixteen-year-old daughter 
is desperately sick. She’s been delirious 
all night. It has taken two men to hold 
her down. She is now nearly dead. We 
have been praying and praying for her, be- 
seeching God in prayer that he would send 
help and would raise this girl up.” 


Healing the Deacon’s Daughter 


We explained our mission to the pastor 
and introduced the man to him. We told 
how he had a few hours before claimed to 
accept Christ, and that as he seemed so 
much in earnest and lived in this neighbor- 
hood we felt the contact might mean much 
to him. And so we turned our convert over 
to the minister who, we hoped, would take 
an interest in him and lead him on in the 
Christian life. But our work was not yet 
done. The Lord in answer to our prayer 
had something more for us to do. 

“Will you not come in and take a look 
at the deacon’s daughter?” pleaded the 
Christians. So we entered the home. 

It was a harrowing sight that met our 
eyes. A young girl lay in terrible pain, 
her head stretched far back, and she was 
crying out in a delirious stupor. 

After examining her rather carefully, I 
said to Mr. Malsbary: 

“Dwight, I believe this is a case of spinal 
meningitis. Would you be willing to drive 
over to the Beach and get my medical kit?” 

He was off in an instant, and before a 
great while he returned bringing the kit 
of instruments and medicine with him. I 
made a spinal puncture, which confirmed 
our suspicions that the girl had spinal men- 
ingitis, While we of course had no labo- 


_fatory facilities, the spinal fluid was very 


characteristic macroscopically (as seen by 
the naked eye) of the disease. That, to- 
gether with the clinical condition of the 
patient, made us feel certain that a par- 
ticular kind of serum was urgently needed. 
Now the remarkable thing was that we had 
a number of ampules of the serum with us. 
So far as I know there was no other serum 
in that part of the country. Providentially,

when we left home I had put a number 
of antimengicoccic ampules in my grip. 

I told the deacon something of the price 
of the medicine, what the actual cost of it 
was to us. It was very expensive. He did 
not question in the least what we told him, 
but he was very sorry that he couldn't 
begin to pay for even the actual cost of 
the medicine itself. He would be glad to 
if he had the money, but he didn’t have it. 
If we insisted that he must first pay he 
would be forced to kave his daughter in 
that condition, terrible as it was. 

What would anyone do under those cir- 
cumstances? Our Lord has given the story 
of the Good Samaritan and has -said to 
us Christians, “Go, and do thou likewise,” 
so there was only one thing we could do. 
We gave the girl a treatment, and on the 
next day another, and so on until our last 
ampule was exhausted. No more was 
needed, The girl made a perfect recovery. 

The next year when we were in that 
locality the deacon and his wife walked for 
miles to see us, bringing the girl with 
them, to show us how well she was. What 
deep gratitude they displayed, and how 
happy they were that the daughter had been 
returned to them again in perfect health! 

How definitely Mr. Malsbary and I were 
guided that day! We prayed that the 
Spirit of God would guide us. At the same 
time a group of God’s people were praying 
for this girl. Little did they realize that 
there was a specific remedy within a few 
miles, which, if applied, would bring about 
a perfect cure. Little also did we realize 
that there was a deacon’s daughter desper- 
ately in need of the very medicine we had 
in the kit. But the One to whom they 
were praying and to Whom we were pray- 
ing knew all about it, and, using His own 
means, he brought us together. “I will 
guide thee with mine eye.”

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An American Calls at 
Hong Kong

HERE was a crowd of patients in the 

waiting room, with a Chinese woman 
(the widow of an official) telling them the 
Gospel ; and I was in another room opening 
a septic finger with a lancet, when Clifford 
Lewis suddenly appeared on the threshold 
of the mission dispensary. I had quite for- 
gotten for the moment that I had read about 
him in connection with Edwin Orr’s cam- 
paign in Los Angeles. He had no intro- 
ductions, and we had to take him on trust. 
All that we knew was that he was passing 
through Hong Kong on his journey, and 
with the few days at his disposal he was 
free to preach in our church. 

The Soldiers and Airmen’s Christian As- 
sociation were having their weekly meeting 
on Monday evening, and we seized the 
Opportunity to turn that into an evangelis- 
tie attack, with Lieutenant Ryan in the 
chair. There was little time to make the 
thing known: and here Clifford Lewis was 
not even a name. The band of earnest 
Christians, among the soldiers, carried the 
word round, and the telephone did the rest.

well before the time, and remained there 
till nearly the end, inviting passers-by to 
come in.

night this was filled. Several stayed be- 
hind after each meeting to be prayed for. 
Many decisions were made, and a tremen- 
dous impression created. 

The only other such mission I can think 
of here was a campaign conducted by the 
then widely known Dr. Pentecost. All the 
churches united for that effort. Modern- 
ism had not come in then. It was 1903. 
The City Hall was taken (this was pulled 
down only recently) and crowds attended. 
The messages were striking, but I never 
remember hearing of any conversions. 

Hong Kong is a singularly hard place 
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to reach. The European population is con- 
tinually shifting; and the one idea of the 
foreigners is to have a good time until 
they return to the home country. 

Now the evangelist has gone; and we, 
left behind, have been strengthened and 
added to in number, owing to those coming 
to our aid who were blessed through his 
ministry: and only just in time! An unpre- 
cedented opportunity for winning souls is 
opened to us at this moment. Thousands 
of Europeans and Americans have fled here 
from  war-stricken Shanghai. People, 
hitherto entirely hardened and indifferent, 
are now stripped of everything that they 
considered made life worth while. Their 
hearts are riven and minds sorely perplexed. 
May God make us fitted to serve them, and 
show them the real meaning of Life!

ITTING on 2 public bench under. the 

burning sun of Southern France was 
a young man with face buried in his hands. 
Colporteur Charvet entered into conversa- 
tion with him, offering him a New Testa- 
ment.

Metastasis 
By Richard Ellsworth Day 


AST summer I preached Sunday eve- 
nings on our Lord’s return, viewing 
several of its aspects. For the closing 
sermon I decided to preach on three phases 
of the Second Coming: the “catching up” 
into the clouds of the bodies of all believers, 
deceased or living; the “raising up” of the 
bodies of believers absent from the body, 
present with the Lord; the “changing” of 
the bodies of believers who are alive and 
remain. Therefore I sought a theme which 
would mention all three of these great 
truths. 
We have given a name to “the catching 
up” —the Rapture. 
And we have given a name to “the rais- 
ing up” from the dead—the Resurrection. 
But apparently there was no adequate 
word assigned to the “change” of the physi- 
cal body, so that the mortal could, without 
death, put on immortality. (1 Corinthians 
15:53, which must be linked with verses 
50-52.) 
My theme for announcement therefore 
stood: “The Rapture, the Resurrection, 
and” — the what? 
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I examined every word that had candi- 
date possibilities, using the good old Roget, 
etc. The only term that looked good after 
this search, the only word that hadn’t been 
running in bad company, was “Metastasis.” 
“Metamorphosis” had a Babylonish sound; 
others were equally unavailable. But 
“Metastasis” sounded good. 

Then I remembered that the word-mas- 
ter Robert Louis Stevenson once used it: 
“The lamp and oil man, just then begin- 
ning, by a not unnatural metastasis, to 
bloom into a light house engineer.” The 
word had been anciently used to indicate 
a spiritual change which baptismal regen- 
erationists taught took place during bap- 
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tism. But too small a group, too long ago, 
had so misused the word as to injure it. 
Therefore it seemed a good, solid, comely 
vessel, capable of holding a valued new 
meaning. 

So I had my theme: “The Rapture, the 
Resurrection, and the Metastasis!” 

Why not? It’s a bonny word; and it 
is the only term I know which gives ade- 
quate expression to that glorious change 
which the advent of our Lord will work 
in the living bodies of his redeemed ones, 
making those bodies worthy, without the 
necessity of death, of being forever with 
Him. Me-tas’-tasis!

have in the week. For a while I was fran- ° 


tic about it, and seemed unable to dismiss 
the carking subject. Then I desperately 
prayed, “Lord, enable me to pray for this 
friend !” 

Soon the worries changed to a great 
burden of prayer for her. I prayed through, 
and from that victory went on to pray for 
the minister who was to preach, for the 
organist, for the other worshipers; and, be- 
fore the morning service was over, I found 
myself at Heaven’s door, worshiping. It 
was a new revelation to me,—to petition 
for a burden of prayer to take the place 


of tormenting worry. Then all things, even- 


the things that the Devil hands us, work 
together for our own and others’ good. 

This experience reminded me of a re- 
mark a friend of mine made, a mother of 
small children. “Work is my only cure 
for worry,” she said. I intend to go and 
tell this friend: “Work is possibly the 
only cure, for non-Christians. But prayer 
cures it for us who believe.” “Jn nothing 
be anxious; but in everything by prayer 
and supplication with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God. And 
the péace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall guard your hearts and your 
thoughts in Christ Jesus.” 

Over the air not long ago I heard this 
verse from the Psalm of deep trouble, the 
Seventy-seventh, “Thy way is in the sea, 
and thy path in the great waters, and thy 
footsteps are not known,” and this explana- 
tion: “When God comes and goes it is 
as if he had come in the sea, and gone. 


No trace is left of his footsteps. We never ~ 


get used to trials. 
afresh for each one.” 

Here are some lessons I learned from 
recent trouble: 

1. It enabled me to pray for others who 
were in like case with me. I could reach 
through to God for the need of another 
because I had suffered as he had. 

2. When the trouble lifts a little, or when 


We must find God 


God sends comfort at last, when we have 
a breathing spell, then we are glad for just 
ordinary living. Before the trouble came 
we were dissatisfied. We wanted some- 
thing extraordinary —an airplane, an ex- 
tended trip, a rich friend. Back from the 
trouble we thank God for just ordinary 
living, and home blessings. 


3. Suffering is a soberer of our lives. 
We are warned that foolishness is an evil 
thing. It is classed with adultery, murder, 
and thefts (Mark 7:21-23). And the 
thought of foolishness is sin (Prov. 24:9). 
And yet we so thoughtlessly fall into it. 
Real trouble cleans it out of us. 


4. In trials we can know the fellowship 
of His sufferings. He knows and under- 
stands us altogether. And we come to a 
faint understanding of Him also, and are 
blessed. 


5. Our fallow ground is broken up (Jer. 
4:3), and becomes fruitful. One week I 
suffered. On Sunday morning I came be- 
fore my Sunday school class with no idea 
of helping them. I had been too harrowed 
and harried to think of others. But as 
God’s Word was opened all eyes were wet 
and all hearts touched and lifted. The soil _ 
of the teacher’s life had been broken up 
and God could get through to the class, 


6. By allowing us to suffer the Lord 
shows the depths of his dear love to us. 
“Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he receiveth” 
(Heb. 12:6). If we creep back, chastened, 
we can feel his love as we cannot feel it at 
all unchastened. 

7. The Lord Jesus himself was made 
perfect through suffering. He uses the 
method with us that God used with his 
only Son. My girl got “athlete’s foot.” I 
prescribed rubbing alcohol, knowing that 
it would do no harm. She seemed helped 
but not cured. Then I saw a doctor. “No,” 
he said, “use this,” giving me a prescrip- 
tion. But the girl complained, “I believe 
alcohol is better; this hurts!” I insisted 
on the doctor’s prescription. In a week the 
hurt was gone. She was well. If suffering 
is prescribed by the Great Physician, it 
pays to take it. 

Blessed be suffering, — and sufferers.

Unity was apparently under the in- 

fluence of English sacerdotalism and 
American sentimentalism. In the Confer- 
ence itself protests were made against these 
currents. Thus the representatives of the 
Old Catholic Church of Germany and of 
the Eastern churches made a joint protest 
against calling the Roman Catholic Church 
a martyr church, suffering because of its 
faith. “This declaration appears to us mon- 
strous in view of the fact that the prosecu- 
tions which certain members of religious 
organizations of this church have called 
down upon themselves were the result of 
moral. delinquencies which cannot once be 
named among Christians.” 

Representatives of German evangelical 
churches in Bohemia, Moravia, Silesia, 
Jugoslavia, Roumania, and Austria appealed 
to the chairman of the executive committee, 
Dr. John R. Mott. They, too, protested 
against the mention of the Roman Catholic 
Church in an ecumenical announcement ad- 
dressed to evangelical churches, because of 
the pretensions of this church to power, and 
its refusal to participate in the council of 
other Christians. 

Dr. Cavert of the Federal Council of 
Churches suggested a permanent ecumen- 
ical organization representing the whole 
non-Roman Christian world. Dr. Laible 
of the Allgemeine Kirchenseitung warns 
against this. “It would excite the suspicions 
and jealousy of different governments. It 
would be under the control of English and 
American churches whose tendencies are 
not attractive to German Lutherans. It 
would lead to flirtations with political Ro- 
manism.” 

It is said that the Federal Council of 
Churches planned to appoint the American 
members of the proposed ecumenical or- 
ganization (Dr. B. I. Bell, New York 
Times, Aug. 18, 1037). T. S. Eliot said 
of the Oxford Conference, “There were 
far too many Americans, some of whom 
seemed to have no theological qualifications 
whatever.” Professor Adolf Keller spoke 
of the oppressing weight of the English 
language in the Conference and the over- 
whelming Anglican leadership. “Continen- 
tal theology remembers that a Reformation 
took place in the sixteenth century.” He 
thinks a reconstruction of the movement is 
needed in which place should be given to 
those powerful and uncompromising con- 
fessional world alliances, the General Pres- 
byterian Alliunce, the Lutheran World 
Convention, the Baptist World Convention, 
and the like. The Barthian leader, Dr. 
Thurneysen, found little at Oxford which 
would recall the fire of Pentecost. 


Further Comment.—After all, the Con- 
ference was -strongly suggestive of fiddling 
while Rome burns. Professor Keller points 
out in The British Weekly how worlds 
away the Continental point of view is from 
this Anglo-American conference. 

. “For the Continentals it is five minutes

to twelve! They count much more on a 
possible end of organized Christianity, and 
look forward not so much toward another 
conference, or a new organization, as to a 
new apostolate, a new lay movement, a 
new Pentecost, an evangelistic crusade of 
a living and confessing militant Church, 
and perhaps toward martyrdom, which has 
always been a way to follow Christ when 
all others were closed.” 

A gathering together under the aegis 
of that fiction, apostolical succession, is 
the real purpose in the background of this 
conference. We are lookirig for another 
kind of gathering, “our gathering together 
unto him” (2 Thess. 2:1). 

One would hardly have expected that the 
essential hollowness of the. recent Oxford- 
Edinburgh Conference on Church Unity 
would so soon be laid bare. An influential 
delegation from the Orthodox Church of 
Roumania agreed to abjure all repression 
of Christians. Yet the Roumanian govern-

the last Staats-General in Holland 
on September 21, she said in her 
address: “In the midst of the 
spiritual confusion of the world, 
confusion from which our people 
have not wholly escaped, the need is 
ever more pressing of taking, before 
all, the law of God as the chief guide 
in legislation, In its general purpose 
the government will be marked by 
a determined effort to defend and 
strengthen the positive Christian 
foundations of our society. This 
means care for wholesome married 
and family life, the protection of . 
public honesty, and the defense of 
the Sabbath by the authorities.” 

















ment has issued a decree suppressing cer- 
tain: non-conformist groups and declaring 
illegal a strong evangelical movement in the 
Orthodox Church itself. The Baptists, who 
have in’ Roumania nearly 70,000 communi- 
cant members, will be the chief sufferers. 
Protests by the Baptist World Alliance 
have been unanswered. Many Baptist 
churches have already been closed. The 
enforcement of this brutal decree is in 
the hands of Father Partenie, a close asso- 
ciate of the Patriarch. 


Side Lights from Archeology.—The 
narrative of Genesis is paralleled in many 
points by material recently translated by 
Professors Pfeiffer and Speiser. The Ex- 
pository Times declares, “They show be- 


yond any doubt that the social background 
portrayed in the narratives is not that of 
the eighth and ninth centuries, but that of 
many ages earlier, as far back indeed as 
the time of Jacob.” This is illustrated by 
the story of Jacob and Laban. 

“Judging from circumstances described 
in another tablet there seems ground for be- 
lieving that Laban had adopted Jacob as 
his son, and by Hurrian law of adoption 
had the proprietorship of him as well as 
of his wives, and even of his children and 
flocks. Hence it was that he could say to 
Jaocb (Gen. 31: 43), ‘These daughters are 
my daughters, and these children are my 
children, and these cattle are my cattle, 
and all that thou seest is mine.’ Laban 
had thus every right to inflict penalty on 
Jacob for running off and taking some of 
the household with him. Moreover the tab- 
lets show that an adopted son had no right 
to the household gods, or teraphim (which 
constituted the chief title to the inheri- 
tance), if there was a begotten son living, 
and consequently the indignation of Laban, 
who had now sons of his own, at Jacob’s 
action, was justified, ‘Wherefore hast thou 
stolen my gods?’ (Gen. 31: 30.)” 

These Nuzi texts picture a civil organiza- 
tion “equal almost to that of modern times.” 
The city of Nuzi was governed by a mayor, 
and fourteen of the texts deal with a legal 
trial of him and his henchmen for bribery. 
The noteworthy fact is that these men 
could be and were brought to court for 
their misdeeds. Mention was also made of 
a standard of measure of copper kept in the 
gate of Arrapha city. 

The fourteen thousand tablets unearthed 
at Mari in Northern Mesopotamia are 
likely also to prove a mine of information 
regarding the life of early Biblical times. 


The decline of negative criticism is a 
natural consequence of these and innumer- 
able discoveries of similar type. An auth- 
ority in the field of Old Testament criticism 
writes in the Allgemeine Kirchenzeiiung 


- that the literature of Old Testament criti- 


cism of two decades ago is now looked 
on as wholly obsolete. A circular announc- 
ing a cheap edition of Gressmann, Gunkel, 
and others of that period has awakened 
protest. “It today appears incredible that 
such a statement could be issued, even for 
commercial ends. The dead should be ieft 
in peace.” 


Missionaries among Students.—Miss 
Mildred Cable of the China Inland Mis- 
sion and her two associates, the Misses 
French, are visiting the British Universities 
to place before the present generation of 
students the urgent claims of the mission 
field. This enlistment plan is sponsored by 
the Intervarsity Fellowship -of Christian 
Unions. 

It would be hard to find more experi- 
enced and more gifted spokesmen for the 
great cause. In their letters from Central 
Asia, published under the title of “A Desert 
Journal” (China Inland Mission, 237 W. 
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School Lane, Philadelphia, $3), one gets a 
powerful picture of their mission life. “The 
equipment of faith, acumen, clarity of 
thought, and power of expression required 
to convince Moslems, is far beyond attain- 
ment by human means.” Thé first barrier, 
that of language, is all but insuperable. 
They speak of the “many thousand declen- 
sions of Turki verbs, among them the dif- 
ficult Double Compound Presumptive and 
Hearsay Perfect.” 

And the perils of travel. “The whole 
day we wandered over and around ranges 
of sand mounds of such vastness as to grip 
the mind with despair. Once only we passed 
a landmark, a bell on a pole swaying in 
the wind. It marked a spot where many 
travelers have lost their way in the treach- 
erous ocean of sand.” The people they 
minister to have only one attraction, their 
spiritual need. Here it is “a crowd of 
dirty, lowsy lamas who pour out to stare 
at us.” They secure lodgings. After a 
day comes a servant with a sack of stable 
manure on his back “wherewith he had 
orders to heat all the beds as the Captain 
of the Brigand Band was coming to live in 
this house. We fled after throwing half- 
cooked food, half-washed clothes, and hastily 
made bundles into the two small carts 
which held our worldly possessions.” 

The work is arduous. Stalled near a 
frontier garrison of Turkestan, a place of 
sun-baked rock, litter, and flies, “there is 
not one moment’s break in the opportunity 
of telling the Gospel, from dawn to dark.” 
On one tour “we visited two thousand seven 
hundred homes and conducted six hundred 
and sixty-five meetings. As far as possible 
a present of Christian literature was made 
to the priest in each temple, hoardings 
were posted with Scripture texts, and about 
40,000 portions of Scripture were sold, apart 
from the large number of books and tracts 
distributed. From the Richtofen Hills to 


.the sands of Mongolia, from Suchow to 


Urumchi, from Hami to Barkul and Tur- 
fan, the heralds proclaimed the Coming 
King to whom the desert ranger will bow 
the knee; and in every hamlet on the route 
and many an isolated farmstead and me- 
mad’s tent, the name of the Lord Jesus has 
been made known and his offer of salvation 
proclaimed.” 

Certainly these who are challenging the 
university students of Britain to the mis- 
sionary career have themselves set a great 
example. 


The Abyssinian Empire.—It is arranged 
that the coming crowning of the Roman 
Emperor in Abyssinia will be at the hands 
of the Roman Catholic archbishop of 
Rhodes, now the highest Roman Catholic 
prelate in Abyssinia. The Roman Catholic 
Church is the official religion of the revived 
Imperium. 

But it is not sure that there will be a 
crowning. It is notoriously hard to get 
at the truth here, as elsewhere, but a con- 
dition of chaos is reported in Ethiopia with 
guerilla warfare and shortage of food. The 
conquerors move about only in large com- 
panies and protected by airplanes. This 
may explain the rumor that Haile Selassie 
has been offered the Abyssinian throne by 
Mussolini under Italian protection. He is 
said to have refused, with the remark that 
Ethiopia would yet be the grave of Italy, 
and to have ordered his son, living ia 
Jerusalem, to pay no attention to any in- 
vitation from this same source. 
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Ethiopia and China, objects of wicked 
forays, are both led by praying Christians. 
Ethiopia will not stretch forth her hands 
to God in vain, nor will China’s leaders. 


“Joyful Giving in the Parishes” is the 
title of a paragraph in the Allgemeine 
Kirchenzeitung that deals with the annual 
collection for the Inner Mission on Sep- 
tember 19, The Inner Mission, it may be 
explained, is the great charitable organ- 
ization of German Lutheranism, an organ- 
ization which has no peer in any land. It 
has charge of sisterhoods, hospitals, and 
all forms of relief. This year’s Inner Mis- 
sion Day was marked by an attendance 
equal to that at Christmas and other high 
days of the church, and the parish evenings 
at which the work of the Inner Mission 
was explained and discussed, in addresses 
and with pictures, were in many places 
crowded to overflowing. The greatest sur- 
prise, however, was the result of the sub- 
scriptions on this Sunday. They testified 
to the rising spirit of sacrifice in the 





A Second 
Sundar Singh? 


In a recent Mildmay Conference 
(London) report mention is made 
of a young Sikh who is preaching in 
the new province of Sind in Western 
India. As a result, where only 500 
copies of the Bible were sold last 
year, the number has risen to 12,000. 
This Sikh was converted by reading 
some literature on a steamer going 
to Canada. He has been trained as 
an agriculturist in London and To- 
ronto and plans to start a Christian 
village in Sind. McCheyne Paterson 
adds (in World Dominion): “He 
has all the fire of an apostle. He 
preaches Christ and him crucified 
and tells Christians that they must 
themselves be convicted of all sin if 
they expect to see the non-Christian 
so convicted. He is roving the 
churches of the Punjab as Sadhu 
Singh used to do. How he lives is 
a marvel. He never asks for money 
and refuses it, except for his railway 
fares, and he has no collections at 
his meetings. He tells simply how 
Christ brings into his life joy which 
he vainly sought as a Sikh.

The German Protestant churches are be- 
ing subjected to persecution at the present 
time. This is their answer to their perse- 
cutors, their statement of the strength and 
permanency of German Christianity. 
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Signs of Revival in Holland.—The 
Twenty-Fifth Maranatha Convention was 
held in Utrecht in September. Its leader, 
Johannes de Heer, evangelist and editor, 
writes me: 

“Thousands of people of all denomina- 
tions, and from all parts of Holland and 
far over the frontiers, visited the confer- 
ence.

“Scores of people accepted the full sal- 
vation in Christ Jesus for the first time, 
and hundreds of believers came to a deep- 
ening of their spiritual life and a renewing 
of their consecration to the Lord. 

“Some of the Maranatha Conference ad- 
dresses were broadcast from Hilversum. ° 
Great numbers of young people, attending 
the special meetings held for them, came 
to the Lord.. The Lord hath done great 
things for us whereof we are glad!” 


The “Voice of the Andes” Again.— 
Senor Aldama, a converted Catholic priest 
and professor at Santander in Spain, spoke 
at the last Mildmay Conference in London. 
“I gave a week of messages at the Quito 
radio station. The reaction on the public 
was such that I felt it to be God’s provi- 
dence. The effect was apparent not only 
in Ecuador but in Peru and Colombia. 
Overnight, after I had spoken, the tele- 
phone was busy with people asking ques- 
tions and wanting to see me. They were 
curious to know why I, a Roman Catholic 
priest of eight years’ standing, had become 
an evangelical. 

“The last night I had a call from a gen- 
tleman who said: ‘Are you going to have 
these lectures published?) My wife and my 
children have been listening, and we want 
to read the report... He was manager of 
one of the largest banks, and had never heard 
anything of the Gospel. 

“I had been speaking another night on 
the Second Coming of Christ and a Jew- 
ish rabbi called me up inviting me to speak 
at his synagogue. Another said, ‘I am 
greatly interested in what you have saifl. . 
You are doing the work of an. apostle.’ 
When asked who he was the reply came, 
‘I am a Roman Catholic priest.’ ”

versions.—Ngo Duong was gambler and 
son of a gambler, a tough who often was 
hired to beat up people, the proprietor of 
an evil resort. He and his equally de- 
praved wife have both been converted and 
have abandoned opium, cigarettes, and betel- 
chewing. Gone are his violent outbursts of 
temper, and closed is his foul dive. 

Minh Thanh, another convert, is of a 
different type. He had an intense longing 
for deliverance from sin. Even at sixteen 
he felt this so strongly. that he retired to 
a Buddhist monastery and fasted until he 
nearly died of starvation. During the fol- 
lowing five years he sampled various re- 
ligions, among them Hao Huynh Diuh, 
which purports to bring eternal life to its 
followers. 

The bible of this religion teaches that man, 
by breathing through his nose, must in- 
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evitably die since he is dependent on a 
material thing, namely air, to sustain life. 
If he could learn to breathe through the 
top of his head where there are no nostrils 
he would live forever. Also one must eat 
vegetables and vinegar only, and no salt, 
for salt pulls the soul downward toward 
sin while vinegar lifts it heavenward. 

About this time a Christian from Saigon 
met this baffled searcher for peace and par- 
don and explained to him the way of sal- 
vation. During the subsequent six years 
he has shown the reality of conversion by 
bringing many to Christ. 


Skin-Deep and Heart-Deep Religion.— 
W. S. Handley Jones, writing in The 
Methodist Recorder of London, says a lit- 
tle righteousness is as dangerous a thing 
as a little knowledge. “It may only be a 
surface-polish of correct conduct without 
any experience of the deep things of God 
and without any conscious need of them. 
That is why, when some poor fellow who 
has sinned desperately gets converted, his 
enthusiasm, his zeal, and his joy so often 
put to shame the old hands in the church 
that he joins. He has got religion; they 
have only been vaccinated against it. He 
knows that the great thing that has hap- 
pened to him is the work of God. He has 
been converted, has not merely turned over 
a new leaf. He is not morally self-made; 
it is the grace of God that has swept into 
his heart and changed it. There is no room 
for self-congratulation, only for wonder and 
gratitude at the unspeakable goodness of 
God.” 

Le Christianisme illustrates this. A 
French miner in the North country, a 
drunkard living with his family in extreme 
misery, is converted and for fourteen months 
has lived a Christian and abstinent life. 
He says to a visiting pastor: 

“Since I signed the pledge God has not 
abandoned me. It is so strange and marvel- 
_ ous that I must tell it to those about me. 
*'You have no idea of what goes on in the 
mine. Some reach the pit-mouth in the 
morning so drink-sodden that, in the cage 
where we are all crowded for the descent, 
the stench of alcohol is intolerable. So I 
must tell them about my Saviour. I want 

especially to learn to use my Bible, to know 
all the important passages for use in con- 
verting others. I need to be able to find 
them easily, to group them together, to 
learn them by heart. It is my only inter- 
est in life now.” 
’ In order to find time when he could re- 
ceive this instruction this miner had his job 
changed from day to night work. His boss, 
not exactly a lamb and knowing the purpose 
of the change, set him at the most danger- 
ous work he could find, where his life 
would be constantly imperiled. This was 
to keep in repair timber supports in the 
most narrow passages. If he fails to hear 
the bell that announces an oncoming car 
of coal and to dodge into a side passage, 
he is crushed. It is this dangerous task 
“he has accepted in order to get time to 
study the Bible with the end in view of 
personal witness. 


A Men’s Missionary Society was organ- 
ized in the United Presbyterian Church of 
Elyria, Ohio, in 1933, in spite of discourag- 
ing advice against it on the part of a sec- 
retary of a national organization of Chris- 
tian men. (“We do not recommend the 
organization of men’s missionary societies, 
since they cannot be maintained continu- 
ously, as is the case with the women.” 
Which recalls the paraphrase: 

Take my wife and let her be 
Consecrated, Lord, to Thee.) 

Regular mission study courses have been 
followed. After a year it was found that 
the men’s society, instead of drawing 
strength from the women’s society, had ac- 
tually been challenged by an increase of 
forty-three per cent in the women’s offer- 
ings. 

One article in the constitution of the 
society calls for “the practice of definite, 
intelligent prayer for missions in general 
and especially for the missionary work of 
our own church.” ' 

A clipping in an Elyria paper put two 
church notices in unintentional collocation. 
The first described the annual meeting of 
this men’s missionary league. The other 
dealt with a session of the Men’s Brother- 
hood in an adjacent church to plan for a 
fish-fry. (“The remainder of the evening 
was devoted to shuffleboard and refresh- 
ments.”) May the example of the United 
Presbyterians give these other brethren 
interest in another sort of fishing. 


West Indian Notes.—The pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church, Santiago, Cuba, 
broadcasts for one hour his Sunday morn- 
ing service and also every day, from seven 
to seven-thirty, he is on the air with a 
devotional service. It is not a powerful 
station and reaches only the eastern half 
of the island, but the large number of let- 
ters he receives from people not touched by 
Protestant churches shows the value of this 
testimony. At the First Baptist Church, 
Santiago, is a day-school taught by a Span- 
ish~ priest who until last year was priest 
and organist at the Santiago Cathedral. 

The annual budget of the Cuban Home 
Mission Society is $3,000. It is for rural 
work chiefly. Some of the unmarried mis- 
sionaries are paid only $10 a month, each 
church binding itself to furnish board and 
lodging at the homes of members. “The 
missionaries are choice and _ dedicated 
spirits.” 

A Haitian Baptist pastor, Solon Gabeau, 
lives at Las Cahobas where he has 250 
members in his church and six out-stations 
with a list of nearly 500 believers waiting 
for baptism. He also pastors the Bois 
Joli church with four out-stations and 400 
believers ready for baptism. Further he 
is pastor at Belladaire. In connection with 
these three churches he has five small pri- 
mary schools, four of which are self-sup- 
porting. 

The Baptist pastor at Port-au-Prince 
has a Sunday congregation of nearly 400 
and half of the congregation must listen 
outside the building because the church 
cannot contain all. 
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In Puerto Rico Protestantism:is growing 
in general influence. The head of the 
Teachers’ College and the second in rank 
in the University are Presbyterians; also 
the Chancellor of the University. The new 
Commissioner of Education is a Puerto 
Rican Presbyterian. The President of the 
Board of Commissioners of the Island is 
a Baptist. The city of Rio Piedras, laying 
out a large new suburb, voted that the lot 
for a church in the public square should be 
granted to the Baptist Church rather than 
for a Roman Catholic one. 


Brief Notes.—The Polish Catholic 
Church is a secession in the United States 
from Rome. It numbers 186,000, a gain 
of 16,000 in the last twelve months. . . . 
Lisbon’s (Portugal) Seventh Annual 
Book Fair gave opportunity for a Bible 
booth, open every day from 4 P. M. to 
midnight. The sales reached the splendid 
total of 13,485 volumes, a record. One 
exhibit was that of Scriptures in the twen- 
ty-one languages used in Portuguese col- 
onies.... The Anglican Church in India, 
Burma, and Ceylon, is using the Roman- 
ized prayer book of 1928, which was dis- 
allowed for England by the House of 
Commons. ... A film is reported in prep- 
aration in Moscow entitled “Foreign Mis- 
sionaries the Enemies of the Blacks.” It 
will be a silent film, so that it can be used 
in all countries, and especially to excite 
native populations. . . . Dr. Micklem, 
Principal of Mansfield College, says of 
the favorite quotation of Modernists, the 
words of John Robinson, “The Lord has 
yet more light and truth to shine forth 
from his holy Word,”’—“The emphasis 
should be put on the words ‘from his holy 
Word?” Our liberty is limited by the 
Word. “Ours is a freedom to expound 
the Christian faith in whatever terms seem 
best to us. Jt ts not a freedom to alter 
or deny the faith.” ... At a conference 
in Shanghai of Christian principals of 
middle schools the Mayor of Shanghai 
gave testimony to his Christian faith. He 
charged the principals, as a matter of duty, 
to make their schools Christian. . .. The 
National Lutheran Council affirms that 
Polish agitators are being paid 120 sloty 
a month to harass converts to Lutheranism 
into returning to Romanism. . In a recent 
lawsuit it was discovered that one agitator 
was offered a bonus of 50 zloty for every 
person he succeeded in inducing. to return 
This among the Ukrainians of Galicia who 
are becoming Protestants in large num- 
bers. . . . The Bible Mastery Campaign 
has been promoted every October for eight 
years by the Presbytery of Seattle. It 
seeks to secure repeated reading of a single 
book by the people and expository preach- 
ing by the pastors. Romans was the 1937 
bceok. The attempt is made to immerse 
oneself in the book by repeated study and 
meditation on it. The campaign now 
reaches into forty states and five Canadian 
provinces. Seventy-seven inmates of San 
Quentin prison signed up to read. One 
read Ephesians 110 times! . .. The As- 
sumption of Mary (that is, her ascension 
to Heaven after death), and the assertion 
of Mary’s universal mediatorial status be- 
tween God and man, are to be made dog- 
mas of the Roman Church. Twenty car- 
dinals, 709 archbishops and bishops, five 
patriarchs, and more than two million 
priests and members of orders have as- 
sented to the proposed dogmas.

Approach to the Lesson 


BRUPTLY, Mark’s Gospel begins 
with the account of the baptism of 
Jesus, thus introducing him into the 

great work which he as the Servant of 
Jehovah came to do. Mark tells us neth- 
ing of the virgin birth, nor of the early 
life of either the Forerunner, John the Bap- 
tist, nor of the Lord himself. It is such 
a début as befits One who came not to be 
served, but to serve. 

John’s baptism was unto repentance. He 
announced the near approach of the King- 


dom of God and called upon the people of. 


Israel to get right with God that they might 
be ready to receive and enter into it. Those 


‘ who justified God confessed their sins and 


were baptized (Luke 7:29). Jesus had 
no sins to confess; he had nothing of which 
to repent, yet he came to John for baptism, 
much to the desert preacher’s surprise 
(Matt. 3:13, 14). But Jesus reassured 
him. He submitted to baptism as the di- 
vinely appointed way of declaring his in- 
terest in and identification with the godly 
remnant in Israel, who were waiting for 
his coming. His baptism was a pledge to 
fulfill every righteous demand of the throne 
of God on behalf of those who owned their 
guilt and took the place of repentance be- 
fore him. They were like debtors giving 
their notes to a creditor — acknowledging 
a debt they could not pay. He, by his bap- 
tism, endorsed all their notes and made 
himself responsible to pay all they owed.

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The Historical Setting 


Luke gives us the date when John’s min- 
istry began. It was in the fifteenth year 
of Tiberius Cesar. According to the best 
authorities, this was in the year A. D. 26. 
How long he preached and baptized ere 
Jesus came to him we are not told. 


Verse by Verse 


Verse 1.—“The beginning of the gospel.” 
The Gospel is good news. There is but 
one Gospel, though different phases are em- 
phasized at different times. But it is God’s 
message, the glad tidings concerning his 
Son, who came into the world to save sin- 
ners and to establish a Kingdom of right- 
eousness. 


Verses 2 and 3.—Written in Isaiah. There 
are not many references to the Old Testa- 
ment in Mark. Matthew abounds with them, 
for he wrote specially for the Jew. Mark 
is what we might call the Gentile Gospel. 
He only refers to the former revelation 
when absolutely necessary. The passages 
here cited are combined from Isaiah 40: 3 
and Malachi 3:1. The sense of the pas- 
sages is given rather than actual verbal 
quotation. 


Verse 4. —“Baptism of repentance.” 
While the nation of Israel was in a fer- 
vor of expectation concerning the coming 
of Messiah and the Kingdom of God, the 
mass of the people and their rulers were in 
no condition to receive them. Therefore the 
call to judge themselves and seek forgive- 
ness of their sins. Those who sincerely 
took the step of being baptized were thereby 
owning that they deserved death and judg- 


ment, but they were casting themselves on 
the mercy of God for forgiveness. 


Verse 5.—“Baptised ... confessing their 
sins.” It is always a mistake when people 
trust an ordinance rather than that which 
the ordinance sets forth. It was not the 
application of water to the body that ef- 
fected purification from sin. When repent- 
ance was genuine, and confession led to 
faith in a pardoning God, they could be 
assured of forgiveness. John gave the basis 
of it all when he pointed Jesus out as the 
Lamb of God who taketh away the sin of 
the world (John 1:29). 


Verse 6.—“Clothed with camel’s hair.” 
John came in the spirit and power of Eli- 
jah. His wilderness life and his rough 
garments were all in keeping with such a 
ministry. 


Verse 7.—“There cometh one.” John 
never sought to occupy his hearers. with 
himself, but ever pointed on to the coming 
One. He was the ideal minister of Christ; 
his object was to exalt his Master. Christ 
must increase, John would decrease (John 
3: 30). 

Verse 8.—The baptism with the Holy 
Spirit. The baptism of John was an out- 
ward thing, though the symbol of inward 
reality. The baptism of or with the Holy 
Spirit was the prerogative of Deity alone. 
Imagine a mere man attempting to baptize 
with the Holy Spirit, who is himself God. 
On Pentecost, Peter told his hearers it.was 
the risen Christ who “hath shed: forth this 

”” (Acts 2:33). The Spirit-baptism 
inaugurated a new era in God’s ways with 
men. 
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Verse 9.—“Jesus came from Nazareth.” 
He had lived his quiet, hidden life in a 
mean Galilean village, and did not attract 
any attention to himself until the divinely 
appointed hour struck for the beginning of 
his public ministry. 


Verse 10.—“Like a dove.” We need not 
suppose that there was the actual shape 
of a dove. The point is that the manifes- 
tation of the Spirit descended gently, 
quietly, as a fluttering dove. It was the 
Shekinah glory which of old descended to 
fill the Tabernacle, and later the first 
Temple, that now abode upon Jesus, filling 
the Temple of his body and anointing him 
for his threefold ministry as Prophet, 
Priest, and King. 


"Verse 11.-—“My beloved Son.” Note the 

manifestation of the Holy Trinity. The 
Son ascended from Jordan, the Spirit de- 
scended and abode upon him, and the 
Father’s voice was heard declaring his 
unqualified delight in his Son. Connect 
with this Isaiah 48: 16, where Messiah says, 
“The Lord God, and his Spirit, hath sent 
me.” 


Verse 12—The spirit driveth him. As 
man he had put himself under the control 
of the Holy Spirit’ Now the very first 
thing the Spirit does is to move him to go 
off into the wilderness, identified with Qua- 
rantania, between Jerusalem and Jericho, 
there to be tested in all points like as we. 


Verse 13.—Tempted of Satan. The temp- 
tation of Jesus was not to see whether he 
would fail. It was rather to prove that 
he would not. Just as the acid test ap- 
plied to gold manifests the preciousness of 
the metal, so the temptation by Satan but 
made evident the holiness and strength of 
the Second Man in contrast to the weakness 
and failure of the first. The temptation 
ended, angels ministered to him who was 
at once their Creator and the object of 
their loving care. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


‘It is important to see that the baptism 
of Jesus was his public dedication to the 
great work for which he came into the 
world. In symbol he devoted himself to 
death in order to fulfill all righteousness 
on behalf of those who had no righteous- 
ness of their own (Rom. 3: 10, 20-26). 

In considering the temptation, it is im- 
portant to remember that Jesus did not 
cease to be God when he became man. He 
is God and man in one glorious person. 
This the temptation was designed to make 
evident. He could ever say, “The prince 
of this world cometh, and hath nothing 
in me” (John 14:30). There was no 
traitor within as there is in us. He was 
ever the sinless One, as Satan himself 
proved when he retired, defeated from the 
conflict.

The Anointing of Jesus. “God anointed 
Jesus of Nazareth” (Acts 10:38) by the 
Holy Spirit. Of old, three classes of peo- 
ple were anointed with oil: Prophets (1 
Kings 19:16), Priests (Exod. 29:7), and 
Kings (1. Sam. 15:1). Our Lord was 
anointed for all three offices. He exer- 
cised his prophetic ministry on earth (Matt. 
24, 25; Luke 7:16). He is fulfilling his 
priestly service in Heaven (Heb. 7: 24- 
27). He will reign as King of kings and 
Lord of lords when he returns in power 
and glory (1 Tim. 6:15; Rev. 19: 16). 


The Sinless Christ. An old Welsh col- 
lier, who taught a Bible class, gave his 
young men full liberty to discuss all Bib- 
lical problems, but often cautioned them 
with the advice, “Whatever else ye do, 
lads, keep the character of God clear.” 
So in considering the holy and mysterious 
theme of our»Lord’s temptation we may 
well bear his words in mind, and refer 
them to the blessed Saviour. Be sure to 
keep the character of Jesus clear. If he 
were not the sinless, unblemished Lamb of 
God, he would have needed a Deliverer 
himself and could not have saved us (2 
Cor. 5:21). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Have we learned the lesson of John’s 
baptism, and bowed before God in repent- 
ance and confession? 


Have we rested our souls for eternity 
on the finished work of Christ, which was 
prefigured in his baptism? 

Are we resting in submission to ordi- 
nances which, however precious and im- 
portant in their place, have no saving value? 
Or do we trust in the Lord Jesus and 
rely upon his finished work? 


In the hour of temptation have we learned 
to depend upon him, who was tempted in 
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all points like as we, yet sinless, to en- 
able us to overcome? 


Do we know the Spirit’s guidance in 
our own lives? He may sometimes iead 
us into strange paths, but he always has 
our blessing in mind.

The true minister of Christ seeks to mag- 
nify Jesus, not himself (Phil. 1:20).

Give 
us, we pray thee, such preparation as we need 
for the service that thou hast in mind for us 
in the days to come. May we not count the 
experiences that we have had as valueless in 
that preparation, but may we gather up all the 
facts of experience that will help us to under-

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the path that thou dost point out to us. May 
our lives be given to thee with glad abandon. 
In the name of the Lord Jesus. Amen. 

After the Lesson.—If you have com- 
mitted your life to the Lord Jesus then you 
can confidently look to him for the guid- 
ance that you need. He chooses the way 
and he chooses the workers and he himself 
opens the path as it reaches out before us. 
We cannot always tell just what is God’s 
plan for us in the distant days, but we can 
learn from him day by day what he wants 
us to do. It is wonderful that our heavenly 
Father does give us the opportunity and 
the ability to do something in preparing the 
way of the Lord to the hearts of others. 
It may be in conversation with a schoolmate, 
or a fellow worker in the business house, 
or with some one in your class in this very 
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school. Let us ask ourselves today whether 
we are really doing anything to open the 
way for the Lord into another life just 
around us. Our Lord, as he entered into 
the busy years of his special service, was 
greatly tempted. That may also be your 
experience and probably will be. But he 
did not yield to that which would have 
turned him aside from his mission, nor do 
you need to yield. His grace is sufficient 
for every one of us. His purpose and plan 
for you will be made plain. Shall we not 
trust him for that? Let us pray.

The Busy Men's Corner

“The Day of Small Things.”—Behold, 
I send my messenger ... crying ... Pre- 
pare ye the way of the Lord (Mark 1:2, 
3). Everything counts in this world. En- 
gineers who measure to the millionths of 
an inch by means of light waves tell us 
that the weight of a common housefly, 
alighting on a half inch square bar of steel 
projecting one foot from a vise, is sufficient 
to bend the bar one millionth of an inch. 

In a remote corner of the world an un- 
known man, clad in the rough clothing of 
the “wilderness,” had enough weight to de- 
flect a whole world. 

Every one of us millions of the common 
herd, with only the weight of a housefly, 
so to speak, affects this hard old world of 
ours one way or another, for good or evil. 
The humblest of us is something or some- 
body, and here for a purpose (Rom. 14: 
7,8). 

Some years ago, the mother of a friend 
of mine arrived in New York from Wales, 
with a bunch of children and a big feather 
bed — with other bundles. What little 
money they had was tied up in the feather 
bed “to be safe.” Some one stole the bed! 

She had come to America with her chil- 
dren to join her husband who was a pud- 
dler in the Pittsburgh district. There she 
was penniless and stranded, a stranger in 
the great city. 


I expect folks looked with pity upon that -[& 
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forlorn and discouraged group. There was 
a small, much worried boy —and did you 
pity him! Well, he was in the Cabinet of 
the Presidents, and as I write is the Senior 
Senator from Pennsylvania, and his name 
is James J. Davis. 

See that young fellow with an old straw 
hat and a tattered and dirty linen duster, 
arriving per freight train in New York 
City? His name is Edison— “Tom” they 
called him out at Memphis when they fired 
the young fool for trying to send two tele- 
grams over the same wire at the same time! 

No one but God knows what is in folks. 
How you might have laughed at that 
strange man with his queer “Repent ye!” 
cry, little dreaming he was the beginning 
of a new world civilization. A fly to deflect 
a world! (Zech. 4: 10.) 


Strictly on the Job.—Preached, saying, 
There cometh one mightier than I (v. 7). 
John did not preach John Baptist. He was 
taking the people by storm and drawing 
great crowds of all sorts, even Roman sol- 
diers. And John was human. 

Crowds and popularity have queered many 
a promising preacher and have led him to 
forget that after all he was but “a mes- 
senger.” More than one good servant of 
the Lord has been wrecked on that treach- 
erous shoal known as “The Old Ego.” 

The Government of Heaven has erected 
a lighthouse on that old Eddystone Rock. 
Here it is: “Preach the Word. The Word 
was God.” And because of the government 
of men, to this has been added a fog horn. 
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Here it is: “Take heed when all men 
speak well of you.” 

Because John Baptist had no illusions as 
to just what he was, the crowds came, and 
his ministry brought results that were last- 
ing (Acts 19: I-14). 

The best temperance address I have ever 
heard was here in a Coatesville church. 
The speaker was a Mrs. — I’ve-forgotten- 
her-name, from Atlanta, Ga. 

At the close of her eloquent, breath-tak- 
ing address, scoring Old John Barleycorn, 
as I have never heard him told just what 
he was, she said, “Let us pray.” And here 
is her whole prayer: “Dear Lord, I thank 
thee thou hast given me another opportunity 
to smite this monster which killed my loved 
ones and destroyed my home.” 

She was not just another “temperance 
lecturer,” but Heaven’s messenger warn- 
ing of Satan’s favorite trap.

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claims the man Jesus was the Son of God 
and hence divine.” 

“Well, now isn’t that just too bad!” I 
laughed back at him. “Here I have been 
studying the old Book all these years and 
never noticed the omission.” 

Here is the statement of divinity and son- 
ship right at the beginning of the second 
Gospel. { am always greatly amused to 
find the one who criticizes the statements 
is usually one who has never really read 
them. 

When you hear one of these argufiers 
say, “Oh, I know the Bible well, I have 
read it through more than once,” do as 
I do. Ask him a few simple questions. 
Here is a sample or two. 

“Who was David’s close friend?” “He 
had several,” answered the man. “Name 
one.” “Well, there was Absalom.” “What 
happened to Absalom?” “Got killed in war 
with the Philistines.’ “With whom did 
Paul travel on his missionary journeys?” 
“With Peter, of course.” “Who tried Paul 
and sent him to jail?” “The Roman 
Judge.” “Whom did Paul train to take 
his place?” “The Apostle Luke.” 

Many of these “read-it-through-times” 
fellows don’t really read through the Bible, 
they skim through at forty to sixty miles 
an hour, like motoring through the land- 
seape. You do not get to know God’s Word 
merely by repeated readings but by care- 
ful study, comparing Scripture with Scrip- 
ture. 

The next time you contact one of these 
“Bible readers” ask to see his Bible. Nine 
times out of ten it will not be a reference 
Bible, such as all students use, but just 
one of the ordinary editions with perhaps 
the big words divided for pronunciation, 
and some maps and helps in the back of it. 

As a matter of fact, the whole Bible 
scintillates with the divinity of our Lord, 
both in the anticipation of him in the Old 
Testament and his advent and life in the 
New Testament. And this is what it is all 
about after all (Psa. 276, 7; Isa. 53: 10; 
John 14: 13).

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My Class of Girls

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Goal.—To show the girls how they may 
prepare to serve Christ. 

Activity.—Before class begins, pass out 
to the girls slips of paper bearing the Bible 
references given below in this lesson. Bring 
to class a map of Palestine on which the 
girls may trace the course of the river 
Jordan.

IRLS, do you do most things to please 
yourselves or others? Paul said, in 
Philippians 2: 21, “For all seek their own, 
not the things which are Jesus Christ’s.” 
Our Memory Verse, however, tells us 
of another motive for our conduct. What 
is that motive? When our Lord leads us 
in paths of righteousness, it is for his name’s 
sake, not for our own glory. Today we 
are going to learn how we may follow the . 
example of the Lord Jesus Christ as he 
prepared for service. ie 
Mark, the author we are studying, com- 
mences his Gospel with the story of bap- 
tism in the river Jordan by John the Bap- 
tist, a cousin of the Lord Jesus. Let us 


_tead the first eight verses to see what kind 


of man John was. (The following points. 
may be called to the attention of the class.) 

Who was John? He was a messenger 
or herald for the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
was a Voice, surrendered to the service 
of the Lord. Is your voice surrendered to. 
him? 

What was his message? “Repent ye: 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand” 
(Matt. 3:2). When the people who heard’ 
him asked, “What shall we do then?” he’ 
gave them some definite instructions for 
changing their old ways. (The teacher 
might summarize Luke 3: 7-18.) 

Describe John. He was one of the poor 
people. He did not have a fine town home 
or a country estate; his dwelling place was 
just a camp in the wilderness. His clothing 
was made of coarse cloth from the wooly 
hair of the camel. He ate locusts, insects 
like grasshoppers, which the people of that 
day sometimes ground into meal from 
which they made coarse, black bread. His 
honey came from the clefts of rocks and 
old trees in his wilderness home. ' 

What was his mission? ' 1. He preached 
repentance. 2. He baptized with water as 
an outward sign of the cleansing from sin. 
3. He told of the “Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world” (John 
1:29). 

How did the Lord Jesus prepare for his 
service to mankind? (Read verses 9-13.) 


1. He came. Last week we learned why 
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he came (Mark 10:45): (1) To serve. 
(2) To redeem. 

2. He was baptized. If baptism was an 
outward sign of cleansing from sin, why 
did the sinless Son of God take part in it? 
He was baptized to fulfill all righteous- 
ness (Matt. 3:15). He who knew no sin 
was made to be sin for us, “that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in him” 
(2 Cor. 5:21). Thus he is qualified to 
lead us in “paths of righteousness for’ his 
name’s sake.” 


3. How was he recognized? The Spirit, 
in the form of a dove, a poor man’s offer- 
ing for sin (Lev. 12:8), descended upon 
him. This was his anointing for service. 
Then a voice from Heaven testified to the 
fact that here in the midst of sinful men 
was the holy Son of God. 


4. He was led by the Holy Spirit into 
the wilderness. He went only where the 
Spirit led. Also, he went everywhere the 
Spirit led. 

5. What happened in the wilderness? He 
was tempted of Satan. The Son of God 
who had come to save men and women, 
boys and girls from the power of Satan, 
was put through all the tests and trials 
that are common to mankind (Heb. 4:15). 


6. He was victorious over Satan, and 
because of that victory he was prepared 
to go back into the world of people and 
effectively use the power of the Spirit in 
everyday service. 

The last message of the Lord Jesus be- 
fore he ascended into Heaven was a mes- 
sage to his disciples to prepare for serv- 
ice. (Refer to Acts 1:4, 5, 8.) 1. He 
told them to wait for the promise of the 
Father (John 14:26). 2. He reminded 
them that, whereas John baptized with 
water, they would be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. 3. With the baptism would 
come power. No human power or energy 
would be sufficient for the task ahead of 
them. It must be the power of the Holy 
Spirit, and they must wait for it. 4. Only 
after these things were accomplished would 
they be prepared to go as witnesses into 
all parts of the world. 

What should be our preparation for serv- 
ice? Let us see what Peter advised (Acts 
2:38). 

1. Repent. Why? (Luke 13:3.) What 
will happen if we do repent? (Acts 3:19; 
1 John 1:9.) 

2. Be baptized. What is the purpose 
of baptism? Water baptism is a symbol 
of the beiiever’s spiritual experience. When 
we are baptized into the death of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, we die unto sin (Rom. 6: 2- 
11). We should no longer, then, live as 
we did before, but “should walk in new- 
ness of life.” 


3. Receive the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
As we believe on the Lord Jesus Christ as 
the Son of God and our personal Saviour, 
the Holy Spirit at once comes into our 
life, brings to pass the miracle of the new 
birth, and joins us to, or grafts us into, 
Christ himself. 

Girls, how will you prepare for each 
specific service? Let us make it a daily 
practice to kneel in prayer and wait for 
the guidance of the Lord. What is your 

. next activity? Perhaps you are going to 
worship the Lord in church this morning. 
‘Perhaps your -friends will gather for an 
afternoon sing, a hike, or a visit to a hos- 
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pital. Let us have several short prayers 
that we may be guided in our undertakings. 
« Next week we shall learn why four 
fishermen left their careers to follow Jesus. 
Learn Psalm 37: 5.

A Sunday School Convention 
in South Africa 


T THE last convention of the World’s 

Sunday School Association in Oslo, in 
1936, it was decided to accept the invita- 
tion extended by the South African Na- 
tional Sunday School Association, and co- 
operating denominational bodies, to hold the 
next convention in Durban, South Africa, 
July 22-28, 1940. 

Dr. Robert M. Hopkins, General Secre- 
tary of the Association, had just returned 
from an extended visit to East and South 
Africa. The three largest cities in South 
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Africa, — Johannesburg, Cape Town, and 
Durban, all made bids for the convention, 
but after careful consideration it was de- 
cided that the convention should be held 
in Durban, the attractive seaport of Natal. 
The climatic attractions of Durban, its ac- 
cessibility both for overseas delegates and 
delegates from South Africa, and its con- 
veniences and financial guarantee seem to 
make it the most suitable place for an Inter- 
national gathering. 

There will be three strong convention 
committees. The General Program Com- 
mittee with headquarters in New York will 
represent Great Britain and America. A 
South African Convention Council will be 
representative of the Christian forces in 
South Africa, together with a Local Con- 
vention Committee in the city of Durban. 
Following the established precedent, the 
entertaining country, South Africa, will 
have approximately fifty per cent represen- 
tation in the convention, the other fifty per 
cent coming from other parts of the world. 
English and Afrikaans (the form of Dutch 
spoken in South Africa) will be the offi- 
cial languages. 

In deference to the wishes expressed to 
Dr. Hopkins and others, the emphasis of 
the convention will be upon the administra- 
tive and teaching sides of Sunday school 
work, and on the practical problems of or- 
ganizing and conducting a Sunday school. 
Dean Luther A. Weigle, who is chairman 
of the World Council of the Association, 
has consented to serve as chairman of the 
General Program Committee. 

Circulars regarding the convention are 
now being prepared, and will be ready for 
distribution early in 1938. They may be 
obtained from the headquarters of the 
World’s Sunday School Association, 51 
Madison Avenue, New York City.

Dear Mother Ruth: I have been led step by 
‘step, by my loving Saviour, into starting a 
little business in canned goods. I am ready to 
prepare a standard label upon which I am con- 
strained by the Holy Spirit, so I believe, to 
put a reference to a verse of Scripture, namely, 
Isaiah 48:17, intending to give honor to my 
Redeemer, who has led me and is leading me 
into ways of truth and love and righteousness 
in my daily life. 

When I submitted a sketch of the design to 
four Christian friends the reaction upon all of 
them was that such a thing would offend pos- 
sible purchasers, that they would feel I was 
commercializing holy things. After hearing of 
this reaction, I submitted my ideas, by word 
of mouth, to a dear, elderly lady, a friend of 
mine, a Christian, who understands my lan- 
guage. Her first impression was that the deed 
would be sacrilegious, but when I. explained 
to her that I wished to acknowledge my Lord 
publicly in my business, she said it would be 
good to add another Scripture reference, which 
would enable one to get that understanding 
more clearly. Together we feel that Proverbs 
3:5, 6, added to the first reference, would 
make things clear. 

Will you please tell me your reaction to this 
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method of honoring and acknowledging my 
Lord? I cannot feel satisfied to have a label 
which does not have on it some expression of 
loyalty to Him. 


Y DEAR FRIEND: Your letter has 

again awakened within me the con- 
viction that God uses each of his children 
individually as well as in a body. Your 
letter indicates, in its details that you have 
been so led. I would feel, also, that you 
would be under condemnation if you did 
not do that which you feel his voice has 
called you to do. You evidently like to 
work in harmony with others, but although 
the Lord Jesus sent his disciples out in 
pairs, it is also true that many of us have 
to. stand alone until our. convictions are 
proved acceptable. Don’t be afraid to fol- 
low one voice, when it is the voice. Sup- 
pose .you do have criticisms— what does 
that matter? If you should be the instru- 
ment in God’s hands, of saving one soul, 
would it not be worth it? If the saving 
of a soul is sufficient to make the courts 
of: Heaven ring, surely you can close your 
eyes and ears to all objectors who oppose 
the. spreading of the Word of God in busi- 
ness, 

Many years ago, in the city of Philadel- 
phia, there was a wholesale dry goods mer- 
chant who was a very fine Christian man. 
The Lord spoke to him and suggested that 
he have a tract placed in each of his boxes 
of goods. At first he hesitated, fearing 
what his trade might think, but finally he 
concluded it was his duty to do it, so he 
followed this call “to make him known.” 
What was the result? Only Heaven will 
be able to prove that “his word shall not 
return unto him void.” But also here in 
this life, ere he left, Mr. Heisler had more 
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than one business man tell him, by letter 
and by word of mouth, how the tracts had 
led them to know Jesus Christ. 

And so I would encourage you to respond 
to the voice and honor and glorify him 
in the way he directs. Be sure that every 
can of goods that goes out from your estab- 
lishment is as good, or even better, than 
anybody’s else, so that you may attract at- 
tention to the truthfulness of the Scriptures 
used. I have seen rich rewards come from 
being “instant in season and out of sea-

WO by two, dressed in their blue and

No girl ever went hungry in this 
mission school, as she might have done 
had she been living in her village home 
where many knew daily the meaning of 
hunger. 

Every head was bowed as one of the 
teachers gave thanks for the meal. “Our 
heavenly Father,” she prayed, “give us at 
all times thankful hearts for all thy mercies 
to us, and help us in some way to help 
those who as yet do not know him who is 
the Bread of Life.” 

The day was done, and the suspicion of 
a breeze was gently stirring the air, as 
Miss White sat relaxed by the bungalow 
steps. How bright the stars were tonight! 
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It rested her to look at them, and to realize 
that God’s faithfulness was as_ steadfast 
as the stars.. 

“Miss Sahiba, Ji, may we come?” a soft 
voice startled her. 

She looked around. Several of the school- 
girls stood beside her. Why, this was un- 
usual. It was past their bedtime. 

“We could not rest, Miss Sahiba,” 
Barkate said quietly, “until we had told 
you what is in our hearts. We have all 
been thinking about what Padri Buta Mall 
told us this morning. The Lord Jesus 
has done so much for us. We love him, and 
want to do something for him. Can’t we, 
too, help in this home mission work?” 

Miss White was touched. Bless their 
precious hearts, she thought, what can they 
do? From the poorest of village. homes, 
they have only pennies, and those but very 
few. How can they give anything? 

“You see,” eager little Piyari was con- 
tinuing, “we have no money to give. But 
can’t we do this? You know we have 
meat twice a week. We want to give up 
one of our meat meals this week, and give 
that money to Padri Buta Mall for his 
work.” 

Thus it happened that the home mission 
evangelist received a contribution from the 
girls of Miss White’s school. It was a 
small gift, only two and a half dollars, the 
price of meat for one meal for hungry In- 
dian schoolgirls. But perhaps in the sight 
of him who rebuked the disciples for send- 
ing the children away from him, this gift 
of loving little hearts was larger than any- 
thing that we, who have so much more, 
could ever give.

AR below the surface of the ocean, a 

diver is at work. On his feet are the 
heavily weighted shoes that hold him to 
the ocean floor. On his body is the care- 
fully prepared suit of strong, yet light and 
flexible, waterproof fabric. Upon his 
head is the copper helmet, with its win- 
dows that enable him to look out upon his 
surroundings, and from which the air line 
with its telephone wires reach to the ship 
upon the surface. Upon his breast rests 
a powerful electric light, and in his hands 
are the tools with which he is to perform 
the task for which he descended to the 
ocean floor, 
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What part of his equipment would you 
say was the most important? It does not 
take very long to see that his lines of 
communication, the air hose and the tele- 
phone wires, are the most important. 
Without these, the helmet means only suf- 
focation; his shoes only the weights that 
bind him to certain death; his tools but 
useless encumbrances; and his carefully 
made suit becomes his shroud. 


In daily life, we are very much in the 
same condition as the diver. We may 
have the helmet of an excellent mind or 
the tools of a fine education, the shoes 
of a steady, purposeful disposition, and 
the suit of an excellent environment or 
family. But as for accomplishing anything 
of real and lasting value, if our communi- 
cation lines are not reaching up above, or 
if they are not working properly, then we 
are as helpless as the diver whose com- 
munication lines have been cut. 

Man was not created or intended for 
the suffocating atmosphere of sin, greed, 
hatred, and deception that we find all about 
us. God intended him to breathe the free, 
pure air of heaven. When he was placed 
upon this earth such was the atmosphere 
that he found,—a heaven upon earth. 
But sin has corrupted and contaminated 
the world, and spiritual, born again man 
cannot live in its atmosphere without the 
supernatural provision that God has made 
possible for him. 

And what is this provision, this line of 
communication that links man with the 
life above and supplies the pure air of 
heaven? The life the Lord Jesus por- 
trayed in the Gospels shows us that it is 
prayer, — the means through which we may 
talk. to God and hear his voice speak- 
ing to us, the life line through which 
‘we may receive new power and inspiration 
and strength. It is through prayer that 
we may learn God’s plan for us for each 
day. It is through prayer that we learn 
not only what God wants done, but how 
he wants it done, and it is through prayer 
that we obtain the strength to do what he 
wants us to do. 

% 


Yet how many of us are trying to live 
our daily lives apart from the use of this 
life line. We permit weariness, or activ- 
ity, or carelessness to shut us off from the 
source of our guidance and strength, and 
then we wonder why our daily lives seem 
futile, and why our Christian service seems 
unfruitful. Often we seem reluctant to 
talk to God and ask his will and direction, 
for fear that he will tell us to do some- 
thing that we think will deprive us of 
that which is desirable. 

Can we not learn that “no good thing 
will he withhold from them that walk 
uprightly”? (Psa. 84:11.) Whatever he 
asks us to do or to give up for his sake 
will be only for our good. He wants us 
as young people to live the abundant life, 
—the life that is full of exercise and good 
times and wholesome fun, and yet a life 
in which all of these are held in control . 
and subordinated to his eternal purpose 
and plan, in which alone we can be truly 
happy.

The diver whose life line has become 
snarled is in peril. If it is cut, he faces 
almost certain death. So, too, if our 
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prayer lines have been neglected, are we 
in peril of blundering, of wasted effort, of 
fruitless lives. Yet we have a recourse 
of which the diver knows nothing. Each 
of us, no matter how sadly we may have 
neglected prayer, may turn to God and 
confess our sin of neglect and find resto- 
ration and renewal that will bring new 
life and new power for service. 

Are your communication and supply lines 
clear and in working order? If not, will 
you not make them so and keep them so in 
1938?

with Psychiana, deny the reality and the 
death-wages of sin, the unique deity of 
Christ, all men’s need of a Saviour, the 
substitutionary blood atonement made by 
Christ in his death on the cross, his bodily 
resurrection, and his coming again to judge 
and reign over this world. The apostle 
Peter looks back through the ages of his- 
tory, and forward to the present century 
and the end of the age, as he writes by 
divine inspiration: “But there were false 
prophets also among the: people, even as 
there shall be false teachers among you, 
who privily shall bring in damnable her- 
esies, even denying the Lord that bought 
them, and bring upon themselves swift de- 
struction” (2 Pet. 2:1). We are not to 
be surprised that such false teachers may 
gain a large following, for Peter continues: 
“And many shall follow their pernicious 
ways; by reason of whom the way of truth 
shall be evil spoken of. And through cov- 
etousness shall they with feigned words 
make merchandise of you: whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, and their 
damnation [destruction] slumbereth not.”

When Boys Talk to God. When Girls 
Talk to God. Edited by Theodore Graeb- 
ner, (Carroll Good, Inc., New York City, 
35 cents each; $3.60 per dozen.) Talking 
to God seems to be a natural thing to the 
children who uttered the prayers collected 
in these two little books. Mr. Graebner 
has had the original idea of gathering 
together into two separate collections the 
prayers of boys and girls from the ages 
of six to fourteen, leaving the wording 
unchanged. In the back of each book, also, 
there are some old familiar prayers and 
blessings for use before and after meals. 
There are prayers for sick brothers and 
sisters, for family and country, for health, 
forgiveness of sins, for courage and obe- 
dience, against temptation, prayers of 
thankfulness, and on many other subjects. 
Children who have not been taught to pray 
will find great help in these books, and they 
‘will make fine gifts for Sunday school 
teachers and parents to give to their chil- 
dren. 


As It Was — So Shall It Be. By Arno 
C. Gaebelein, D:D. (Publication Office, 
“Our Hope,” 456 Fourth Ave., New York 
City, $1.) Did you know that there were 
two apostasies in the world of angels? 
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That the meanings of the Hebrew names 
of the first ten generations mentioned in 
the Bible, taken in order, compose a mar- 
velous statement of Christian faith? That 
Germany is producing more than 300 air- 
planes a month and the rest of Europe is 
trying to keep pace with her? The fact 
that Dr. Gaebelein brings to light these and 
other vitally interesting events and verities 
is cause sufficient for yet one more book on 
that much discussed subject, prophecy. Be- 
ginning with the Creation, he discloses the 
prophetic meanings of the six day-periods, 
showing how they typify the six earth 
dispensations. He then takes up the tes- 
timony of Christ concerning antediluvian 
times, the first age, Enoch, the days of 
Noah, and at last, the evening and the night 
of present times. Drawing upon arche- 
ology, and quoting from a wide variety of 
sources, Dr. Gaebelein piles evidence ‘upon 
evidence to prove that the “Ark” is indeed 
prepared and that the time left for escaping 
from the “Deluge-Judgment” grows daily 
shorter. The book is indeed a bugle-blast 
of warning which every reader will do well 
to heed.: 


The Double Name. By Herbert Lockyer. 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., 25 cents.) “And the Lord 
came, and stood, and called . . . Samuel, 
Samuel —.” “And Jesus answered and said 
unto her, Martha, Martha—.” Mr. Lock- 
yer finds four instances in the Old Testa- 
ment and six in the New where a proper 
name is thus repeated with very evident 
and outstanding significance. He has woven 
a brief devotional study around each such 
instance, with an inspirational application 
for the lives of all such as are ready to 
answer, “Speak; for thy servant heareth.” 
The author’s frequent appearances at Bible 
conferences in this country has won him 
a ready hearing among all who have come 
under his ministry. 


Trinity in the Scriptures. By Herbert 
Lockyer. (Zondervan Publishing House, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., 15 cents.) In this book- 
let, one of the author’s Unique Bible Study 
Series, Mr. Lockyer has undertaken a brief 
setting forth of what he calls “God’s mode 
of existence,” his threefold character and 
mode of operation. Admitting that to the 
finite mind the subject of the Trinity must 
ever remain’ a mystery which no human 
mind could have conceived or can ever 
fathom, he proceeds to study it as a Scrip- 
tural revelation challenging our faith and 
affording comfort and assurance to our 
common. need. He deals briefly with the 
history of the doctrine as intimated in the 
Old Testament, definitely unfolded in the 
New, and accepted by the Christian Church, 
though frequently refuted by one heretical 
group after another. The booklet is a 
valuable introductory study of a most diffi- 
cult, but essential, truth,

Bible Teachings: By Robert Newton 
Waring. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York City, .75 cents.) What is the cause 
of the world’s tumult and crime wave? Is 
it not the lack of faith in God’s Word and 
of knowledge concerning its teachings?

The Art of Teaching Intermediates. By 
Ina S. Lambdin. (Baptist Sunday School 
Board, 161 Eighth Ave. N., Nashville, 
Tenn., cloth, 60 cents; paper, 40 cents.) 
Teaching is an art and the teacher has 
really taught only what the pupil has 
learned, Beginning with these axioms, Mrs. 
Lambdin leads the student of this impor- 
tant work to understand how necessary it 
is, first, to have much communion with the 
Holy Spirit, second, to study the Bible and 
live its teaching. But even this, she says, 
is not enough. One must study the pupils 
and have in mind a definite aim toward 
which to lead each one of them. These fac- 
tors are developed separately and in detail, 
actual problematic situations described, ard 
the life of the Intermediate laid open to 
genuine understanding — not only while in 
Sunday school, but in day school, at home, 
and at play. Parents who are not teachers 
at all will profit immensely by this clear dis- 
cussion, for it is difficult to imagine a prob- 
lem concerning their Johnny or Mary which 
is not here discussed in a sane, sweet, and 
spiritual manner. Each chapter is outlined 
and questions are listed for study. 


Pioneer Days in Darkest Africa. By Ar- 


thur G. Ingleby. (Pickering and Inglis, 229, 


Bothwell St., Glasgow, Scotland, 2 shillings, 
6 pence.) Stanley was never more glad 
to find Livingstone than was Charles Swan 
to find that other lost missionary, Fred 
Arnot. But what a long, tortuous road led 
to that memorable meeting! And what 
toil-worn trails they were that led to the 
rendezvous between Africa’s sin-black heart 
and the perfect purity of the Lord Jesus. 
But Swan trod this road, as Arnot had 
trodden it before him, and though lions 
roared, snakes hissed, and savage hands 
dripped with blood; though demons leagued 
with men to capture lonely and sick mis- 
sionaries, this intrepid soul not only did 
the will of God but suffered for it. Others 
followed in his steps until today 180 mis- 
sion stations flash their light across “The 
Beloved Strip,” as they call the territory 
through Portuguese West Africa and the 
Belgian Congo. So the work moves on 
while the pioneers grace His triumph train, 
in death as in life. A moving account, told 
simply, even reticently, but with heart- 
throbs that are bound to awaken new in- 
terest in this needy field. 


The Way Made Plain. By James H. 
Brookes, D.D. (Baptist Sunday School 
Board, 161 Eighth Ave. N., Nashville, 
Tenn., cloth, 60 cents; paper, 40 cents.) 
Why is unbelief a deadly sin? Is man as 
responsible for his creed as for his conduct? 
What proof have we that sincerity or a 
good character cannot help to save us? 
What is the difference between believing 
with the mind arid with the heart? Such 
quéstions and many others of like impor- 
tance are answered in these fine homilies 
with a clarity that could hardly be. excelled. 
Though including the usual outlines and 
review questions of a study book, these are 
put at the close so that the simple Gospel 
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truth may flow forth unhampered. There 
are nine messages, their texts being the first 
thirteen verses in Romans 10, and the 
reader may easily imagine himself sitting 
at the feet of Paul, so truly is the spirit 
of the great logician interpreted and his 
words (God-breathed) followed, explained, 
and illustrated. Long a classic in evan- 
gelical literature, the book is here con- 
densed and adapted for use in a training 
course for Sunday school workers. 


Soul Winning. By Silas D. Daugherty, 
D.D. (John C. Winston Co., Philadelphia, 
$1.) God’s methods cannot be reduced 
to science, but they may be studied in the 
light of the Word and of human experi- 
ence. And in so far as these methods relate 
to the saving of souls, such a study would 
be intensely revealing and valuable to the 
Christian. Assured of which fact, Dr. 
Daugherty takes up this work, describing 
the various types of individuals to be ap- 
proached, the manner of persuading each, 
and the part played by the church as a 
whole in “fishing for men.” A soul-winner, 
he declares further, must be a man of 
prayer, versed in the Scriptures, and obe- 
dient to divine leadings. Perhaps the great- 
est service this study will perform is to 
convince the devout reader that the Holy 
Spirit does use the Word to save souls, 
but that He is dependent upon human in- 
strumentality to get that Word before the 
eye ‘and ear of the unconverted. The numer- 
ous examples prove the point and make 
fine sermon “illustrations. 


Easy Objects. By Elmer L. Wilder, 
M.Th. (Elmer L. Wilder, 335 E. Thirty- 
fifth St., Los Angeles, Calif., $1.) Fall 
in line, flashlights, bottles, mirrors, and 
hammers, — yes, you too, Tommy Tumbler, 
and Jess and Jim Jar, step right up! Now, 
sponges, eggs, candles, and this auto tail- 
light, and even you, nails and needles, come 
on! Now forward!— March! For we 
are going to be used in the service of the 
King; we are going to become object les- 
sons for Bible talks to children all the 
way from four to ninety-four years eld. 
Fifty-two such talks are here prepared for 
us, one for every week in the year, or for 
every day in a summer Vacation Bible 
School. Isn’t this good news? For now, 
no teacher will need to stand before bright 
eyes and wriggling bodies and feel stupid 
or uninspiring, as these messages are all 
written out just as they should be given. 
Nearly every one is based on some par- 
ticular text of Scripture, and the subject 
matter is not only thrillingly interesting 
but definitely spiritual in its climactic ap- 
peal. 


Bible Light on Everyday Problems. By 
Marie Lemoine Harrison, (Fleming H. 
Revell Co., New York City, $2.35.) It is 
nothing short of wonderful how the Bible 
is found to meet every need and situation 
of human life. No matter what experience 
it may be, there is Scripture to enlighten 
or guide us concerning it. This becomes 
remarkably evident when one turns the 
pages of Mrs. Harrison’s book. Her aim 
is to lead her reacers to the practice of 
applying the Scriptures to their daily lives 
and needs. She points the way to know 
God, shows us everyday laws, needs, duties, 
failings, struggles, divine guidance, peace, 
and confidence. With consecrated ability 
she sets before us a sweeping summary of 
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the multitudinous forms in which the prom- 
ises and truths of God’s Word may be 
appropriated. As a book for the develop- 
ment of the Christian life it has many 
values. 


Christianity Versus Religion. By Shade 
Simmonds. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York City, $2.) The author, when a young 
man, attended a funeral service held for 
some victims of a cyclone. The preacher 
said that God had sent the cyclone to re- 
move these who were dead from earth to 
Heaven. This started him in revolt against 
Christianity and he turned to infidel litera- 
ture. He found nothing but obscurity and 
darkness. Turning back to . Christianity 
again he found Christ, and made his own 
study of Christianity as opposed to the re- 
ligions of the world. He touches briefly on 
the chief elements of religious history, ever 
showing the vital reality of Christianity 
as distinct from the futility of the world’s 
religions. 


Missionary Romance in Morocco. By 
James Haldane. (Pickering and Inglis, 
London, Eng., 2 shillings sixpence.) The 


author of this romantic account of a strange 


people was for a short time pastor of a 
church in Newfoundland. About twenty- 
four years ago he joined the staff of the 
Southern Morocco Mission, of which he is 
now Field Superintendent. A reading of 
the book convinces us that he is laboring 
in one of the most difficult mission fields 
of the world. We marvel at the faith which 
keeps him at such a hard task. By quite 
a number of photographs and by pen pic- 
tures he has sought to arouse interest in 
this little known people. The book has 
many illustrations of the author’s unique 
method of putting the Gospel before these 
benighted descendants of a mighty people.

A small band of Christian workers have 
set themselves to the task of dissipating the 
errors of this people and demolishing this 
stronghold of Satan. Even if many Chris- 
tians have their doubts of the wisdom of 
undertaking so difficult a task, these workers 
believe their Lord has sent them. May the 
reading of this book cause many to remem- 
ber his words, “Go . . . make disciples of 
all the nations.” 


Fields of Service in the Church. By 
J. L. Corzine. (Baptist Sunday School 
Board, Nashville, Tenn., 60 cents, cloth; 
40 cents, paper.) Southern Baptists are 
most efficiently inculcating lofty principles 
and a broad vision into their young people. 
The author seriously undertakes to teach 
young people concerning the wide plane of 
interest that involves the Christian and 
which accompanies his or her salvation. To 
make such books available in a popular way 
is a great service to youth of today. While 
denominational in character, it has qualities 
which fit it for wide reading. Besides this, 
it will be a good thing for other denomi- 
nations to learn how Southern Baptists do 
their work among young people. 


Sixty Years an Evangelist — An Inti- 
mate Study of Gipsy Smith. By Harold 
Murray. (Marshall, Morgan and Scott, 
London, 2 shillings sixpence.) Some one 
has said, “The Devil hasn’t any happy old 
men, the Lord has a few.” Here is a 
.charming account of one of the Lord’s 
happy old men written by a man who has 
been associated with him in something like 
three thousand meetings. Last year Gipsy 
Smith was seventy-six years old, and his 
friends celebrated his Diamond Jubilee as 
a preacher. For sixty years this faithful 
servant of God has had salvation as his 
only theme, the Bible as the only book that 
mattered. This is not a biography. It is 
a pen portrait of the man by one who knows 
and loves him. It is filled with striking 
sayings and fascinating stories of an evan- 
gelist who has probably preached to more 
people than any other living man. The 
author says, “In writing of this lovable man, 
I know not where to stop.” We hope that 
the reading of this intimate study will be 
an incentive to many to stand fast in the 
faith. 


The Business Administration 
Church. By Robert Cashman. (Willett, 
Clark and Co., Chicago, $1.50:) This book 
has been written by thé Business Manager 
of the Chicago Theological Seminary as 
a manual for ministers, especially the 
younger men who have come recently from 
the seminaries. The pastor is given excel- 
lent advice on how best to conduct the 
management of his church with the least 
sacrifice ef time and energy and with the 
greatest possible benefits.

Gospel of grace. The third room introduces 
the divine Carpenter of Nazareth, while the 
next explains the technique of his working. 
Room 5 describes the Person and work of 
the Holy Spirit, while the last two doors 
bear over their lintels the words, “The 
Church” and “The Christian.” The little 
building was erected primarily for the in- 
struction of Lutherans, but Christian young 
people everywhere will find in its pages a 
new delineation of the simple Gospel of jus- 
tification by faith.

teresting. Having found this true on his 
own account, Mr. Redmayne of the Sudan 
Interior Mission has been moved to share 
his experiences with others. So down the 
Nile we travel with him, to celebrate Christ- 
mas on the Nubian desert, then on toward 
the west, across Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
and Nigeria. Follow days of hard going 
when sometimes the truck carries the men 
and at other times the men carry the truck. 
The daily chronicle is now humorous, now 
devout, as it tells of the baboon which threw 
gravel against the windshield, and of the 
black brothers and sisters, who, washed in 
the blood of Jesus, knelt with the mission- 
aries at the Lord’s table. The sixty photo- 
graphic illustrations are wonderfully illumi- 
nating and do more even than the printed 
page to make known African life, both be- 
fore and after it has been touched by the 
Gospel. 


General Biblical Introduction. By H. S. 
Miller. (Word-Bearer Press, Houghton, 
N. Y., $2.) For many years there has been 
need of a one-volume Biblical introduction 
which would be at once scholarly, not too 
technical to be popular, and evangelical. 
With the publication of Professor Miller’s 
work that need has now been adequately 
met. The author, formerly a member of 
the faculty of the National Bible Institute, 
in New York, has given his book this sub- 
title, “From God to Us.” This means 
that his discussion has to do not only with 
the Bible as it would have appeared, for 
example, to men of the second century 
A. D., but includes the various lines of de- 
scent by which current versions have come 
to the men of our own day. This treat-

The book is divided into four main sec- 
tions. The first is “The Inspiration of the 
Scripture.” This consists of eleven chap- 
ters, most noteworthy of which is that deal- 
ing with theories of inspiration. The au- 
thor holds the historic view set forth in 
most of the Reformation confessions and 
standards. He calls it “Plenary Verbal 
Inspiration.” The second section, also of 
eleven chapters, treats of the canonicity 
of the Scriptures. In general this section 
is highly satisfactory, although the basis 
of the formation of the canon of both Tes- 
taments was much simpler than one might 
infer from the book. The third section, of 
two chapters, deals with Biblical languages, 
writing, and materials. The fourth, with 
twenty-three chapters, covers the genuine- 
ness and authenticity of the Scriptures, dis- 
cussing manuscripts and versions, ancient 
and modern. The whole work will be in- 
valuable to Christians who wish to know 
more about the sacred volume and to take 
part intelligently in discussions concern- 
ing it. 


The Book of Job. The Poem. By Ed- 
ward D. Dimnent, Litt.D. (Fleming H. 
Revell Co., New York City, $1.) Dr. 
Samuel M. Zwemer in the foreword writes: 
“The Book of Job, with its questions and 
questionings, its abysmal doubts and tri- 
umphant faith, has been one of the chief 
sources of much of the world’s penetrat- 
ing and poignant literature. The surpass- 
ing genius of the original is not concealed 
but revealed, at least in large measure in 
this latest poetic rendering. Read it and 
judge.” Dr. Dimnent is a Greek and Latin 
scholar and he has employed his gifts to 
interpret the Book of Job through a blank 
verse arrangement. It ought to lead to 
a fresh study of that ancient record of the 
mystery of human suffering.

A Lover of Children in Scotland 


William Quarrier and the Orphan 

Homes of Scotland, by Alexander 

Gammie. (Pickering and Inglis, Lon- 
don, Eng., two shillings sixpence.) 


ILLIAM QUARRIER was a Scottish 

Baptist layman, a merchant with a 
chain of boot stores, a lover of poor boys 
and girls. He himself started life a penni- 
less orphan. In his first “Narrative of 
Facts” regarding his Orphan Homes he 
wrote: “When a little boy I stood in the 
High Street of Glasgow, barefooted, bare- 
headed, cold, and hungry, having tasted no 
food’ for a day and a half, wondering why 
the passers-by would not help me.” His 
first job was in a pin: factory where, a 
six-year-old boy, he worked twelve hours 
daily for a shilling a-week! At eight years 
he apprenticed himself to a shoemaker, and 
by twelve was master of his trade. This 
opened the way into the shoe industry 
wherein he later prospered. 

The misery of bootblacks stirred him 
first. He organized them into a brigade 
with simple uniform and good outfit and 
provided a hostel with lodgings and school 
for them. Followed similar help to the

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newsboys and parcel boys. Finally came 
a night refuge for children. All this was 
but a preliminary for the Orphan Homes 
of Scotland of which he was founder and 
during his long life the leader. From 1871 
to 1936 20,591 Scots orphans were here 
nurtured and trained. Later a settlement 
of epileptics and sanatoriums for consump- 
tives were added to the Bridge-of-Weir 
colony, both of which have done a great 
work, 

These institutions were, and are, like the 
Miiller orphanages of Bristol, dependent 
on God’s daily provision. They have grown 
to a great complex of 57 buildings, — 
homes, shops, schools, stores, and the like. 
Never has God’s goodness failed. One 
writes of a visit to Mr. Quarrier: 

“We were starting to look over the place 
when one of the workers came up and 
said, ‘Mr. Quarrier, we have only one bag 
of potatoes left and there is absolutely 
nothing for tomorrow.’ Mr, Quarrier knelt 
down, and in simple language laid the need 
before God, definitely asking for a fresh 
supply. Rising to his feet he said, ‘That’s 
all right; now let us go and see over the 
whole establishment.’ When we returned 
to the store after two hours there was a 
cart with potatoes at the door, the gift of 
some farmer.” 

A coincidence? But sixty years of co- 
incidences would be a new type of miracle! 

Again. He was invited to speak at a 
small mission hall in Glasgow, but was so 
burdened with work that he declined. But 
some days later he felt guided to go. He 
spoke on “answers to prayer.” At the close 
the chairman asked him if he had, at this 
time, any special object on his mind. 

“Yes, he had for two years been praying 
for £5,000 to build a church for the Or- 
phan Homes.” To his amazement a slip 
was handed up from the audience on which 
was written, “I will give that £5,000.” The 
promise made in this obscure mission hall 
was loyally kept, and the donor later was a 
liberal helper in other directions. 

Many more examples of God’s faithful- 
ness are given. 
the great story of George Miiller. * The 
Miller orphanages have continued decade 
after decade since his death, and there has 
been no lack. One might think that the 
older faith institutions would exhaust the 
resources of Christian giving, leaving noth- 
ing for newcomers. This has not been the 
case. God has given both early and latter 
rain.
